attributing this honour to Dravido-Turanians 
and Mongolic peoples who entered India from 
the west and north, probably a thousand or 
more ) ears before Aryans touched the Ganges. 
There is a great deal in this volume intended 
to prove that man’s first cultus was arboreal, 
or, as it is now termed, a worship of divinities 
of vegetation, as spirits of groves, trees, and 
corn. Thus the author upholds the arguments 
and position he took up in a former work, some 
twenty years ago, that all early gods were but 
rural and tribal divinities embodying the 
sensuous wants and ideas of the needy and

“General Forlong’s Short Studies in the 
Science of Comparative Religion are based on 
long personal acquaintance with Orientals in 
India and elsewhere, and are the work of one who 
is well known for his erudite researches, extend¬ 
ing over many years. They give us a general 
view of all the more important religious systems 
of Asia, and they contain the most recent results 
of Oriental specialism. The first is concerned 
with the early Jaina Buddhism preceding 
Gautama, and with the spread of his teaching, 
especially westwards to Persia, and among the 
Daci near the Caspian, the philosophers of 
Syria, said by Aristotle to have come from 
India, and the Essenes and Therapeutse among 
the Jews. This is specially interesting to 
those who are now concerned in tracing the 
influence of Buddhism on the monastic sects 
of Palestine and Egypt, and thus on Christian¬ 
ity. The second study is devoted to the 
eastward spread of Hindu and Buddhist in¬ 
fluence in Indo-Chiua, and to the migrations 
of the bold Malay sailors from India to Siam 
and Polynesia, to Madagascar, and even perhaps 


to Peru. The third treats of the history of 
Mazdeism and of the Zendavesta, and the 
fourth of the Vedas and Vedantic philosophy. 
In the fifth study, the semi-Buddhist system of 
Tao, taught by Laotze in Honan, is considered, 
and contrasted with the more practical teach¬ 
ing of Confucius. The writings of the latter 
wise teacher form the sixth subject; and 
perhaps no ancient teacher has inculcated 
wiser ideas as to human duty than are to be 
found in his works. Turning to Semitic religion, 
the author investigates the origin of Elohim 
worship, and its connection with the sacred 
trees of Hebrews and Canaanites, in his seventh 
article ; while the eighth is concerned with 
the origin and meaning of the sacred name 
Jehovah, Jahveh, or Yahuah, and its diffusion, 
at least as early as the ninth century b.c., 
among the Syrians and Assyrians. The ninth 
article, on 4 Sacred Books of the West,* is 
mainly concerned with the history of the 
Septuagint translation of the Old Testament, 
and of the hopeless corruption due to Origan’s 
well-moant attempt to collate various manu¬ 
scripts for a true text. The author is inclined 
to agree with those who set a high value on 
Septuagint variants, as compared with the 
Massoretic text, but points out that the 
originals of both Hebrew and Greek versions 
have probably been lost to us for ever. His 
critical views are in accord with those of the 
most recent German schools. The tenth Btudy 
is a fair and interesting account of Mohammed 
and the Koran. The work closes with metrical 
synopses of the teaching (ethical and religions) 
of many philosophers, from the Egyptian, 
Indian, Chinese, and Persian down to the later 
Greeks and Jews. These are of much interest, 
and often of great moral beauty. The lesson 
which all agree in teaching is, that man’s duty 
lies rather in practical work-in justice, mercy, 
and sympathy to others—than in speculation 
on the unknown, which all such philosophers 
agreed in thinking—like the author of the 
Book of Job—to be beyond human comprehen¬ 
sion.”— The Scotsman, June 3rd, 1897.

44 The last decade of the nineteenth century will probably be known hereafter 
as tbe age of lexicography. Apart from the monumental New English Dictionary, 
upon which Dr. Murray and Mr. Bradley are labouring with a precision of detail 
never before attempted, the Clarendon Press has at present in hand no less than 
four other great lexicographical works: Dean Payne Smith’s Thesaurus Syriacua 
and Prof. Toller’s revision of Bosworth’s Anglo-Saxon Dictionary—both now 
nearly completed; the Hebrew Lexicon of the Old Testament, by American and 
English scholars, and the Concordance to the Septuagint, planned by the late 
Edwin Hatch—both still in an early stage. For modern Oriental languages, it 
is sufficient to mention Prof. Sal monk’s Arabic, and Dr. Steingass’s Persian 
Dictionary, each of which received pecuniary help from the Secretary of State 
for India. And now we are promised a new Chinese-English Dictionary, by 
Mr. Herbert A. Giles, H.B.M. consul at Ning-po, whose name already stands oq 
the title-page of some seventeen sinological books. 

The work was projected by the author as far back as 1874, and he has been 
carrying it on at intervals ever since. The entire plan, and by far the greater 
part of the execution, are his own. But, of course, he has not disdained to 
utilize the previous labours of others, or to accept help from his colleagues in 
the consular service, and from native scholars. Two years were devoted to the 
arrangement and transcription of the material; and the printing at Shanghai, by 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh, has taken about twelve months. It will be published 
very shortly, in a quarto volume of fifteen hundred pages, by Mr. Bernard 
Quaritch. 

Without the use of special types, it is not easy to give an account of the 
work, as sketched out in the Preface. The total number of characters given, 
each under a separate heading, is 13,848, every one numbered for the purpose of 
easy reference by means of the Radical Index. It appears that the famous 
lexicon which passes under the name of K‘ang Hsi contains more than forty 
thousand characters, but we are assured that a Chinese newspaper can be 
printed with a fount of six thousand. Each character is marked with another 
number denoting its “tone” in Pekinese, followed by its romanisation in no less 
than nine dialects, and also in the languages of Korea, Japan, and Annam. 
Opposite the character are given its various meanings, without any attempt to 
trace the original etymology or the subsequent derivations. Then come illus¬ 
trative entries, arranged in the same order as the meanings, which have 
purposely been collected both from books and from conversation; for Mr. Giles 
maintains that there is no real distinction between classical and colloquial 
Chinese. 

Some phrases are purposely given in wrongly written forms, because such 
forms happen to be in common use. A large number of entries have been 
introduced to illustrate the best and highest planes of Chinese thought. Others, 
as affording glimpses into political, commercial, and social life. Proverbs, 
household words, and even nursery rhymes, occur among the hundred thousand 
examples which go to make up this nook. Even a general reader might find it 
not without interest to glance through the entries under the characters for wine, 
doctor , crime or punishment , drunk, to gamble , Ac.” 

All the entries are translated into English, upon the accuracy of which 
Mr. Giles admits that the value of the entire work depends. After an 
interesting discussion upon the absence of grammar in Chinese—or at least 
upon the uselessness of any grammatical rules that have been laid down by 
European scholars—the Preface ends with a dedication to “ the honour and 
advancement of the British consular service.”— Academy , November 19th, 1892.
